The effect 


The effect of the new Inw fs 
to formalise an approach which 
has developed in practice during 
the four years since the Conser- 
vative Government came into 
power. The Cabinet always had 
the power to commute the death 
sentence, and Mr Diefenbaker's 
Government has used this power 
much more readily than any 
previous Government. 

Of 50 murderers whose cases 
have been considered by the 
Cabinet in the last four years, 
only ten have been executed. 
The sentence of death has been 
mandatory for a convicted mur- 
derer during that time, but in 
the other 40 cases the Cabinet 
has commuted the sentence to 
life imprisonment. 


Discussion 

Public discussion of the capital 
punishment question crystallised 
at the 1960 session of Parlia- 
ment when a private member's 
bill was Introduced to propose 
the abulitlen of the death pen- 
alty. 

The sponsor of the bill was 
Mr Frank McGee, a 35-year-old

cle, D'Arcy McGee, one of the 
fathers of the Canndinn Con-.

“He has trained’ his 
armies to fight the Chinese 
Communist in the hinter- 
lands and until today are 
equal to most forces any- 
where. Domestically there 
will be no major trouble. 
The Kwangtung and 
Kwangsi provincial threat 
has ended. The danger of 
civil war has passed. People 
in these two provinces do 
not want to fight Nanking. 
But the Japanese-clouds are 
atill dark and must be dis- 
pelled. :
